east frontier territory in exchange 
for the Ladakh sector. 


The Red Chinese Premier said 


India was "not entirely agreed" 
to the swap he proposed, but tho 
border dispute "became smaller" 
as a result of his 21 hours of talk 
with Nehru. 


Commenting on Choii's remarks, 


Nehru 
told newsmen 
that 
the 


Chinese leader's facts "are so 
basically different from ours that 
naturally conclusions differ, too." 


_ Nehru said the week-long nego- 
tiations has brought "no lessening 
in the basic tensions" but added 
that feeling was not so bitter as 
during t'he border skirmishes last 
year in which 12 Indians were 
killed. 


Chou's pioposed deal indicated 


that the Chinese had sent troops 
into the mountainous, economical- 
ly unimportant northeast frontier 
area primarily as a bargaining 
lever, and that Ladakh, on the 
northwest frontier, was their real 
target. The Chinese want' Ladakh 
because they have built across it 
a key road between Communist- 
occupied Tibet and the western 
Chinese province of Sinkiang. 


Nehru said he still felt the foot 


of the trouble was Chinese expan 
sionism.

The Audit Bureau of^Circulations, Chicago, by 


its own definition is: ">);co-operative association « 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical'members in the United States and Can- 
ada/' 


It 'is controlled by those who buy advertising 


(manufacturing, merchandising and service com- 
panies, and their agencies) rather than those who • 
sell advertising (newspapers and magazines). 


COST OF ADVERTISING . 


Pick up an invoice for newspaper advertising 


and you will find that you are billed for so many 
column-inches at so much per inch. That's how it 
is billed — but that isn't how it is sold. 


The price of an inch of advertising is mean- 


ingless unless you know what the paper's circula- 
* 


tion is. When you know that you know the cost. 


The cost of advertising is the cost per inch per 


thousand circulation. That's the great yardstick 
by which advertising is bought and sold from coast 
to coast. The national advertisers call it "the 
miliine" — the cost per line (1/14th of an inch) 
ft, 


per million circulation.

- Now you know why ABC audits are important, 


They verify circulation — the factor which is com- 
bined with the publisher's charge per inch to 
establish the advertising cost yardstick.
